“manner our protest against such 
practices. Coroner’s Inquests are of 
as importdnt a nature as are those of 
other legally constituted tribunals, 
and jurors who have to ‘attend these 
enquiries, ‘which by the way, 
are held at a distance from the 
business part of the town, are 
often compelled to do so at much 
inconvenience. and loss of valuable 
time. We venture to submit that to 
postpone an enquiry of this nature, 
and compel the reassembling of the 
jury, entailing 4 still further loss, for 
no other reason than to suit the pur- 
pose of a gentleman who is engaged 
elsewhere—profitably engaged—is 
xather more than should be expected 
of even the most patient ratepayer. 
It isthe: undoubted duty of every 
‘citizen to render a certain. amount of 

_ setvice to the state, in acknowledg- 
ment of the protection he receives, 
and the security he lives under, and 
on the other hand it is the business of 
the officers ‘administering to this 
security and protection, to see that 
public matters are not allowed to be.

We regret to hear by the English 
mail of the death of Charles Dillon, 
the well known actor, which occurred 
on the 24th June at Hawick, Scot- 
land, where he: was fulfilling a pro.

some steps might be taken to arrive at 
a definite conclusion as to whethor 
there was in reality a paying amount 
of the metal. No harm at any rate 
| could be doue by permitting the work 
to goon, but it takes the Chinese a 
long time to movo out of their old 
grooyes, even when it is for the benefit 
of themselves. They aro a contented 
people, and are quite satisfied to remain 
behind hand, although they have awoke 
to the necessity for having modern 
weapons of destruction. The arts of 
peace have not yet heen rightly 
estimated. Perhaps one day they may 
be, and thon the hidden. wealth of the 
country will be brought to. light, It

M. Jules Dufaure, the eminent 


of the Council of Ministers, whose 
death is announced in the Paris 
journals of June 27th, has for nearly 
fifty years borne a prominent part in 
the political history of his country. 


of the Times :°’— 


Doraure Junus - Arstanp-Sranisnas, 
advocate and politician, born Dec. 4, 


was educated for the bar, and practised 
at Bordeaux. He entered political lifo 
in 1834, and under tho Guizot minis- 
try becams a Councillor of State, and 
afterwards Minister of Public ‘Works, 
On the rejection of the law of dotation, 
le quitted the cabinet and was one of 
the Liberal opposition... After the re- 
volution of Peb., 1848, he was elected 
for the Charente-Infériours, and be- 
came Minister of the Interior, June 2, 
1849. When the President resolved 
to usurp the whole power ofthe state, 
M. Dufaure was one of the representa- 
tives who escaped seizure and impris- 
oument. M. Dufaure having always 
supported the cause of law and order, 
opposed the coup d'etat, against which 
he protested with M. de Tocqueville 
and many of the constitutional states. 
men of France. When elected to the 
Academy, M. St.-Mare:Girardin. was. 
chosen by that body to announce M. 
Dufaure’s election to the emperor. 
His Majesty received him most pra- 
ciously, and said that, althoteh M.,Da- 
faure was not among the number of 
his supporters, he altogether approved 
the choice of the Academy, and he 
shonld never forget the services ren- 


Presidency. During the prosecution of 
the Count of Montalembort, in 1869, 
‘M, Dufaure defended the publisher of 
his pamphlet with great skill and elo- 
quence. After the full of the empire 
he was returned to the National As- 
sembly’by the department of Charente. 
Inférieure and when M. Thiers formed 
his government in Feb., 1871, he se- 
lected M, Dufaure as Minister of Jus- 


government in May, 1878, M. Dufaure 
went out of office. He again became 
Minister of Justice under M. Buffet’s 
administration in March, 1875.
